Should the next 


Pope either relinquish tlie right, or ac- 
cept another dominion, the storm mnj 
puss; otherwise Europe may find itself 
with another war on hand, aud one whose 
bitterness no one can tell. It matters 
little that the temporal power has been 


proved, as moat men think, ot no real im- 
portance to the spiritual power or func- 
tions of the Popej it the man in the Vat- 
ican, guided by hiB conceded infallibility, 
shall still insist, ae now, that his tempo- 
ral power was thp gift of providence and 
IB necessary to hiB proper dignity and in- 
dependence, what good Catholic will 
dare gainsay him? 


Thus far, from thejpohtical standpoint. 


Of Catholicism as seen in Borne, and of 
its cunous contrasts with Protestantism, 
I care not now to speak. Papal Home is 
essentially medieval. Its costumes, cus- 
toms, ceremonies, churchet and palaces 
all date from the middle ages. Those al- 
most innumerable churches, gorgeous 
with gildings and rich with paintings and 
sculptures executed by the old masters, 
are museums of art, and furnish no small 
part of Rome's Attractions to tourists 
The grand eeremonials,with music by the 
Pope's choir or other great singers, or 
with pneetly processions carrying around 
the church some ancient image of the 
Virgin or the infant Jesus, or with mag- 
nificent illuminations made by thotis- 
ands of candles, are of almost daily oc- 
currence, and the crowds of tourists rush 
to see them as they might go to the opera 
or theaters. Church Fairs are the dissi- 
pation of papal Borne. 


But Italy is at lost merging from me- 


dieval ideas and threatens to leave the 
papacy behind it, Says a recent writer, 
"there is no people in the world among 
whom, apart from outward praotices,true, 
deep religious feeling is more utterly and 
hopelessly extinct than among the Ital- 
ians " While it is claimed that Catholi- 
cism IB making rapid progress in En- 
gland, Germany and the United States, 
Italian statesmen proclaim that "all re- 
ligious life hue entirely died out in Italy," 
and that "Italy is the Land of doubt", 
while the Pope's complaints of the prev- 
alence of skeplicism seem to confirm 
then statements. But all this must be 
received with allowance, Italians are 
much like the rest of mankind, neither all 
saints nor all incorrigible sinners. 


The Italian peasant is amusiiig,und the 


street scones of Kome are full of novelty. 
The guide books and older travelers warn 
)ou that you must expect to be cheated, 
but the cheating is amusing. Ihe Ital- 
ian from foiee of custom charges you 
uo.isl) twice the value of his goods, ex- 
pecting of course to be lefused, when he 
innocentl) asks what you wish to give, 
und it is not safe to offer him moie than 
half oi two-thirds of lus price unless you 
wish the goods to be left on jour hands. 
'Ihe [lalmn is nothing if not artistic Ihe 
laboiei 'a dross is often ragged and almost 
alwu)s dirt), but he wears it with a 
giaco whuh makes him picturesque. 
Ovei his ragged clothes he wears an am- 
ple cloak with the corner thrown grace- 
lully ac ross his breast nnd over the shoul- 
der, and )ou might mistake him for an 
old Uoniiiu sonutoi in lus toga, but for 
the tint) old slouch hat at top and the 
nigged punts and shoes at bottom. At 
noon jon may see a hundred such on 
tho miiinj Bide of the public square, eat- 
ing their lunch of dry, coarse bread,look- 
ing .is lazy us loids, and twice as calm 
and contented 


We miss here the dog carts of Get many 


and Switzerland with their brave little 
teams nevei needing the whip, but we 
nnd in their place the donkey carts, and 
indeed carts of all sorts and sizes. It is 
the city of cults, und it is doubtful if you 
cun find in Borne <i four-wheeled vehicle 
aside from the cm riages und omnibuses. 
Hei o from some great form on the Cain- 
pagna comes a procession of giant carts, 
loaded with wood or hay drawn by enor- 
mous 
white 
01 gruj 
oxen, driven 


b) solemn looking contudim with o\ei- 
coats sweeping the ground, there goes u 
string of pony carts from the distant 
hills loaded with kegs of wine from vine- 
yards, each pony decked with us many 
red woolen tassels as his admiring dnver 
can command, now n little donkey car 
with n donko) us small as he can be and 
be u donko) ut all, stoutly pulling along 
u peasant lass and lussie, and now a great 
dut cart with n poor discouraged nag be- 
tween the shafts, and a donkey harnessed 
one side helping all he can.

The Italians as a rule are kind to their 


animals, anil one of the common sights 
hoie is a bundle of hay tied to the shaft 
b) the side of the horse so that by turn- 
ing his head he can take a bite now nnd 
then to pass the time or feed lus hunger 
The othei day ns we were riding in an 
open omnibus, tho horses found their 
task too heavy in ascending u wet and 
slipper) hill, and refused to move 
The 


drivei got down from his scat, adjusted 
tho huriipSB, patted them on the neck and 
quietl) led them this way and that up 
tlio lull without striking a blow This 
week at one of the churches the animals 
aro blessed 
Going to see the ceremony,

accountancy I do not mean bookkeeping, 
for the two area* distinct at the army and 
navy The accountant is the result ol the 
evolution ol the bookkeeper. To mort people 
the term* accountant, bookkeeper and auditor 
are almost synonymous, but the professional 
accountant would not allow you to call him 
• bookkeeper, and would not employ the or- 
dinary office clerk for an assittant, tlie reason 
(or thin being that a man mar be a book- 
keeper, but a bookkeeper for only one line of 
business, while the accountant must know 
the debit and credit systems of all business. 
Owing to the peculiar nature of our bank- 
ruptcy and similar laws, the accountant hat 
not flourished lu this country, and he is found 
In some few of the larger cities only New 
York hat about seventeen, one-half of whom, 
probably, have hung out their shingles dur- 
ing the past year 
Boston may have half a 


dozen, and Chicago three. But the manj de- 
falcations and olber "accident*" which have 
occurred in our financial institutions seem to 
render necessary the inintatmtiou of tbu 
scrutinizing angel, and new recruit* for th« 
honor are constantly appearing 
The accountant is an emigrant from Oreat 


Britain, where his brethren have formed 
themselves into a chartered society, with en- 
trance examinations, fellowships, rules and 
resulations, etc Consequently the busln*»i 
here to mainly carried on by Englishmen and 
Scotchman, though in to pree»nt onward 
march it is being joined by some Yankee

house or business office is not regarded in a 
very favorable light by the professional ac- 
countant. He says that a bookkeeper in the 
dry goods trade may know the cash book and 
ledfter of that business as welt as be does his 
employer's bewhlskered countenance, but if 
the same bookkeeper be taken up bodily and 
placed on a stool in the office of a beer brewery 
be will be an useless as the veriest tyro, and 
will have to learn his business all over again. 


The accountant finds his services most in 


demand by insurance companies, breweries, 
corporations, bankrupt firms, assignees, etc. 
Be is also called upon to prepare balance 
sheet*, profit and low accounts, financial 
statements, etc. His work to chaiged for at 
so much a day, though he sometimes makes a 
contract. Sometimes a suspected clerk a 
given a short vacation, or » sent away on 
some small matter of buslress, then the ac- 
countant is told to turn his experienced eye 
loose on the books, and if there be the slight- 
est evidence of their being crooked he will 
discover it. He knows just wboie to tool, 
and although it may take him months to 
prepare a detailed, infallible statement of ha 
findings, ouly a few hours are needed for him 
to deaide whether the matter warrants fur 
ther inquiry 


The^incomes made by accountant* are in 


some coses very considerable. I know of one 
gentleman who for three months' work ren- 
dered the state of New York by himself and 
his assistants, sent in a bill foi <10,000, and 
one has testified, in a civil suit that hi* net 
profit* for the year were $7,000 or *8,000, he 
didn't know which 
The clerks are paid from 


t20 to (50 a week, and must be better men 
than first rate bookkeepers. Hitherto, how- 
ever, the accountant has generally done hto 
own clerking, and carried his office in hto hat; 
but now the business to on a larger scale, 
more clerks are needed, and it IB not a bad 
employment for young men 
The course of 


training lasts about five years, and at the end 
of this time they would know their business 
pretty well and would be receiving a "living" 
salary.
